REMARKS OF THE SELECTMEN. 


In submitting our report to you we wish to call your attention 
as well as we can to matters that are of vital interest to the town: 
as to its financial and all other matters to be acted upon at the 
annual meeting. We regret that this year is no exception to for- 
mer years and the neglect of parties who should have called your 
attention to it, has caused us to expend money where it was not 
contemplated at the annual meeting, notably the bridges, for 
which we have expended quite a sum of money. The large snow- 
storms have also caused a large expenditure of money that no 
one could foresee. 

The numerous suits that were pending against the town for 
damages on the highways have cost us considerable. The suits 
of Loker and Pond were settled for $577.50, including attorneys’ 
fees, costs and damages. The cases of Leland and Franklin were 
decided in the Superior Court in favor of the town. An effort 
is being made by them to have the Supreme Court reverse the 
findings, but we think that there is no danger of that. The at- 
torneys’ fees in the two cases were $300, and witness fees $48, 
which the town has paid. If Leland is good the $48 will be re- 
turned to the Treasurer. The case of the Moors against the 
town, is yet to be disposed of, but we think tbat their case is 
rather slim. We settled with Mrs. Morse who laid a claim for 
injuries, thinking it was quite as cheap for the town to pay as to 
defend. The suit of J. W. Parker vs. Natick, was decided against 
the town, but his verdict did not carry costs, so the expense was 
less to the town than to him. 

The controversy between the town and the City of Boston 
seems to rest quietly. As the city prevailed on some informal 
proceedings, we had the costs to pay — and as the town prevailed 
on,the facts, they do not seem to renew the struggle. 
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We will here state that we have paid old bills to the amount of | 
about $700, and in regard to those bills we say that in the 
early part of our administration sundry bills were presented, bear- 
ing dates far back in the preceding year. We expressed surprise 
that they had not been presented sooner, and were told 
that ‘‘ they had been kept back by request.” One of the previous 
Board was present, and hearing the conversation which followed, 
admitted that they did have bills kept back, in order, as he said, 
to make as good a showing as possible. 

We now call attention to page seventy of the last town report, 
and quote from the remarks which follow the account of over- 
draws: 

‘*The above figures may look discouraging to tax-payers, but 
we give them believing that the people have a right to the fucts, and 
our earnest desire is to make such a report as the humblest tax- 
payer can readily understand. We shall make no argument, nor 
use any sophistry, but render to the citizens a true account of our 
stewardship.” 

Now we also believe that the people ‘* have a right to the facts,” 
therefore we make the above statement ; and we ask the people to 
compare that statement with the language we have quoted from 
the report of 1881, and in particular that part of the quotation in 
italics. Comment on our part is unnecessary. 


POLICE. 


The expense of the Police Department has been $2517. 
Some seventy-five of that was owing to the extra force we had 
on Centennial day. Our only excuse for that was that we believed 
it good policy to have enough to preserve order, and we feel 
grateful to the gentlemen who came forward and assisted us on 
that occasion, and the good order of that day attests the fact 
that we were right. 

Gilson, Kenedy and Pearse have been on the police furce for a 
long time, and in order to have kept within the appropriation we 
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shonid have had to dismiss one of them, and with no charges 
against either, and nearly a unanimous election as constables, it 
was difficult to see our way clear to discharge either. Their re- 
port will show their work for the past year. 

The town voted ‘* No” on the license question. Consequently 
we set to work to close all places where the contraband article 
was sold, it not being one of those things that people stop doing 
simply by being told, as they have very many warm, sympathetic 
avd influential citizens to give them support and encouragement 
in defying the law and debauching the morals of the youth. Con- 
sequently we have not met with that success that we would, had 
the citizens generally been more willing to inform us of what was 
going on. As it is, we have caused a large number of search 
warrants to be issued, and we have followed up the evidence that 
has come into our possession by prosecution under the nuisance 
act. We found that with a large number of cases we had on 
hand we could not employ an attorney to follow them, so one of 
our number has managed a large portion of the cases, and if the 
town should again vote against license, it will be much more diffi- 
eult for parties to carry on the liquor business than it has been for 
the past year. — 


We have a few suggestions to make in regard to public improve- 
ment, but there are so many places where it is needed, we hardly 
know where to begin; yet perhaps the sidewalks and street-cross- 
ings should first command attention. Last year the town appro- 
priated $500 for sidewalks, to be expended where the abutters 
would pay one-half the expense. If the people had taken an 
interest in this matter, and the vote had been literally carried out, 
we should have had $1000 as improvements in sidewalks; but — 
the vote was not understvod by all, and the people were slow to 
avail themselves of the opportunity afforded them for this much- 
needed improvement. Some parties made their own sidewalks 
and called upon the town for one-half the cost, others performed 
one-half the labor and called upon the town to do the other half, 
while the vote really meant that the $500 should be expended 
under the direction of the town authorities and where the abutters 
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would pay one-haif the cost. This would be a systematic way. | 
We think the plan a good one, and if the people will take an in- 
terest in this matter and follow it up a few years, our town would 
be much improved thereby. 

We also need more street-crossings, and those we have need 
repairing. We would suggest that crossings are needed at the 
intersect'ons of Summer and Main streets, at West Central and 
Main, Pond and Main, and South Main and Common streets, 
and we think they should be made with flagging, regarding that 
much better for this purpose than concrete. 

We also recommend, as another step in the path of public im- 
provement, the planting of shade-trees, especially on land owned 
by the town. We all, of course, wish our town to be attractive 
and pleasant, to grow in beauty as well as in population and busi- 
ness. We cannot expect the latter, unless we take some pains to. 
secure the former, and a few dollars judiciously expended in this 
direction now, will prove, in time, a source of pleasure and pride 
to all who are interested in the welfare of the town. 

We cannot expect men of business and men of wealth to locate 
here and unite their fortune with ours without any inducement 
whatever. Other towns are waking up in this matter and realizing 
that the more attractive they make their respective localities, the 
more likely they are to grow and prosper. ‘The sooner we wake up 
and realize our condition the better it will be for us if we only 
act. One piece of town property we would notice in particular, 
viz.: the new High school-house. Here shade-trees are much 
needed and should have been planted when the town first came 
into ownership. | 


BOARD OF HEALTH. 


As a Board of Health our duties have been many and varied. 
Our attention was called to some ninety places which we visited, 


and in most of them nuisances were found to exist which we 
caused to be abate. 
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We examined Pegan Brook and caused it to be cleaned its entire 
length. We also inspected the south arm of the same, with the 
same intention, but waited so long for some action by the Water 

Board, that nothing was accomplished there. 

There were several cases of typhoid fever which in the opinion 
of the physicians in charge of them were caused by filthy prem- 
ises, and while we admit that the facilities for getting rid of 
sewage are extremely poor, yet we were surprised that people 
were content to live, as some seemed to be, without an effort to 
put their premises in proper sanitary condition, until notified that 
they must do so. In the majority of the cases, however, parties 
cheerfully complied with the orders of the Board. We would here 
warn the people that unless decided steps are taken in the near 
future for getting rid of our sewage and drainage, we shall some 
day bitterly regret it. The need of some system of sewage in- 
creases each year, and sickness and death are certain to ensue, 
unless some practical measure is soon devised for that purpose.

The question of dealing prudently and humanely with the poor 
and indigent is a problem that is difficult to solve, and one that 
perplexes the minds of men who have madeit a study by long and 
faithful service in many of the cities and towns in the Common- 
wealth. 

In our own town the Overseers as almoners of the town’s bounty 
have often to contend with two extremes, for many of our liberal 
and generous hearted citizens believe that the Overseers are delin- 
quent and censurable because they do not give more liberally to 
the dependent class, while many good citizens complain and be- 
lieve that we are too generous in dispensing to applicants the 
money appropriated by the tax-payers, and especially so, if the 
appropriation should be overdrawn. 
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We frankly admit that some persons may be receiving aid that 
could and should get along without it and that are not worthy 
objects of charity, but how to prevent it entirely is the problem 
that we are trying to solve. 

We think it would be great assistance to the Overseers of the 
Poor if any citizen knowing, and especially neighbors, of a person 
receiving aid wrongfully would give any one of the Overseers their 
knowledge of the case and opinion in the matter. It would greatly 
aid the Overseers and might prevent the town from being defrauded 
and imposed upon by unworthy recipients; we think it will be a 
sufficient answer to the munificent and benevolently disposed citi- 
zens who think we have been cautious in our dealings with the 
unfortunate poor, when we frankly state, and the figures show that 
we have overdrawn the appropriation to the amount of $1500.62, 
as the following statement will show :

While we deeply regret that the appropriation should be over- 
drawn and that there should be any need of asking for a larger 
appropriation to meet the great increase in the expenses for out- 
door relief, yet we must consider that the support for the insane 
who are steadily on the increase, and of those in reformatory es- 
tablishments as also the poor in other towns who have a settlement 
in Natick, appears in the expenses for poor out of almshouse and 
is $249.87 more than we have paid to the residents of Natick who 
have settlement here, and if we further consider that business in 
Natick has been exceedingly dull and very much depressed during | 
the past year it will not seem so surprising that we have expended 
$237531 for outside relief, to those who had a residence and settle- 
ment in Natick. We cheerfully congratulate the citizens and tax- 
payers on the good record of the Poor Farm. 

It will be observed that the net cost is $1000.13, and that is 
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less than it ever was before, even under the magnificent manage- 
ment of the late Mr. Kelley, who surpassed all his predecessors 
in economy and good management. 

The present industrious and faithful warden, Mr. La Gross, has 
proved himself a worthy successor and has returned for produce 
sold $558.32, or $124.90 more than ever was sold and accounted 
for in any single year. 

The horse that had been at the farm so long died during the 
‘year, necessitating the purchase of another. Messrs. Bean and 
Valentine, after much time and labor, succeeded in securing for 
the town a valuable horse, and one well fitted for the farm at a 
cost of $180; a cow was also added to the stock, costing $42. 

When it is understood that the above sums are charged to the 
account of poor in almshouse it will readily be appreciated that 
the farm has been, saying the least, well managed. On the 17th 
“day of February, 1882, Messrs. Bean and Valentine met at the alms- 
house for the purpose of making the annual appraisal. Mr. Blaney 
being absent on account of sickness it was decided to make the 
appraisal at the present market value without any reference to for- 
mer appraisals. They made their appraisal $920.27 more than 
last year which might be credited to the almshouse account, that 
would leave the cost of Poor Farm merely nominal and reduce the 
expenses for support of poor $920.27, and the over-draw $580.35. 
We have thought best to state it as above, showing more clearly 
the present actual cost and outlay. 

The appraisers found about 90 cord of wood cut, chopped and 
piled which they valued at $5.50 a cord, making the valuation for 
wood about $350 more than last year, and about $180 extra in 
hay, cow purchased $50, difference in appraisal of horses 
$30. We mention the above facts as the account for $610 of 
the extra appraisal, and the balance is made up in extra stock, 
furniture and fixtures. The Overseers always found the almshouse 
in the very best of order, the inmates neat, clean and contented, 
never for once making a complaint. And we here tender to the 
worthy matron our cordial and most sincere thanks for her indefati- 
gable effort in contributing with her husband in bringing about 
such a commendable record.

There were 314 travellers provided with supper, bed and break- 
fast during the year, an increase of 106 over last year. 

In concluding onr report we earnestly recommend to our fellow 
citizens that owing to the great increase in the number of insane 
and the general depression of business in Natick the appropriation 
be increased to $5000. All of which is most respectfully sub-° 
mitted. :

I respectfully submit to the citizens of Natick, this, my second 
annual report as Highway Surveyor for the centre of the town. 
The amount of money that was appropriated to me was fourteen 
hundred and fifty-two dollars and twenty-nine cents. 

Repaired Charles and Grove streets. Gravelled Washiceton 
avenue from the shop of C. E. Johnson to the house of Edward 
Wilson; and from Mr. Jewel’s shop to Central street. Cleaned 
the ‘* gutters” upon Main street from Whalan’s lane to the Kehoe 
place ; filled all the dangerous places, and fenced them; gravelled 
South Main street from John Quinlan’s to Thos. Donnellon’s ; 
blasted the rock in front of Mr. Coolidge’s place, so that the water 
runs free to the brook, and put a new bridge on the same; made 
Concord street from Western avenue to Waban street; repaired — 
Sawin and Walnut streets from the Ball-shop to Mr. Hathaway’s,and 
from Frank Bigelow’s to J. O. Wilson’s; gravelled Winnemay 
street from Willow street to Judge Morse’s, and from Deacon 
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Adams’ to Grove street; gravelled North Main street from the 
Railroad to the Kinsman place; cleaned the gutters and fixed the 
sidewalks; put in sluice-ways and widened the street from Park 
avenue to Mr. Sweeney’s, four feet, and fenced the most danger- 
ous places; put in two new grates on said street ; did some repair- 
ing on Fisher street; gravelled Willow street from D. A. Maho- 
ney’s to Walnut street; put in stone bridge, pipes and sluice- 
ways on said street; took fifteen hundred loads of gravel and 
two hundred loads of stone from Charles Burk’s cellar, and gray- 
elled the following streets: Elm, from Pond to Central, East Cen- 
tral, from Morse Institute to Mrs. Keating’s; filled in at May’s 
crossing what was dangerous, and fenced the same; cleaned the 
gutters and filled the dangerous places, to the house of Mr. Shel- 
don, and gravelled a piece of the road east of May’s crossing, and 
fixed a bridge on said street; plowed the gutters on Lincoln 
street, and repaired Morse street; put a new stone bridge on 
said street, near the house of Daniel Allen ; repaired Church street ; 
put a new bridge on Common street, near the house of John 
Whalan; gravelled Central court from Maiu to Washington street, 
South avenue from Winch’s block to Washington street; 
made Reynolds avenue from Pond street to end; cleaned gutters 
on Pond and Central streets and, also, Forest avenue; repaired 
Forest street; made a bridge on Pearl street, a stone bridge at 
the junction of Walcott and South Main streets ;- repaired Shat- 
tuck street ; extended four bridges and cleaned the gutters around 
the centre. 

The teamsters in charge of the town teams worked faithfully 
and in perfect harmony with me.

place to the Long Bridge (so-called) ; Glenwes avenue, from 
Glen street to Glenwood cemetery.

Put in one new culvert 
on Eliot street and repaired several others; also cleared the 
roads of brash and stones.

I respectfully submit to the town of Natick my first report as 
Highway Surveyor of the west part district. | 

The amount of money assigned me was $500. , I commenced 
at Framingham line on Central street, and worked down to the 
Pond. I had to buy all the gravel as the Prescott pit failed to 
supply us. I put 575 loads of gravel on Central street, which 
cost, at eight cents per load, $46. I bought of Mr. Rice 204 
loads, at five cents per load, which cost $10.20. This I put ‘on 
the road by the gate-house, so-called. Bought also 198 loads of 
Mr. Fairehild for $9.90, which I put on Speen street. 

Jt has cost the town $66.10 for gravel, and I would recommend 
that the town purchase the gravel pit opposite Prescott pit. 

I wish especially to bring before the town that part of Central 
street between Collins Morse and C. C. Leland’s estates. To be 
sure it is as it was built; however, it is narrow and dangerous 
and so I thought I would rail it; but 1 called on the Selectmen to 
talk over the matter and then decided it would be better to bring 
the subject of this road before the town. 

¥or labor I have paid $1.75 per man; $1.50 for horse and eart 
per day ; and charged two dollars per day for my services. Paid 
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for shovelling snow twenty cents per hour; charged same for my- 
self, making the amount of snow-bill $137.93. 
I have not overdrawn the amount of my appropriation.

TOWN CLERK’S REPORT. 


In submitting this report I desire to suggest certain things 
which, if heeded, will greatly facilitate the Town Clerk, in his 
efforts to secure accuracy in the registration of every birth, mar- 
riage and death happening within our town. _ Accuracy is what 
we covet, but do not expect to obtain without the faithful co-oper- 
ation of parents and all others interested in complete registration. 

The statute points out the duty of physicians, midwives, clergy- 
men, sextons, undertakers, parents, town clerks, in fact of all who 
have to do with the newly-born infant, from its advent into this 
world until it is laid away in its last resting-place. 

Generally statute requirements have been fairly complied with, 
but not always; in a few instances through the inadvertency or 
obstinacy of the knowing ones, little or no assistance has been 
furnished by them One of the requirements of our statute is, 
that the physician or midwife in attendance at the birth of a 
child make return within a given number of days to the Town 
Clerk, giving the place, date of birth, and its parents’ names. To 
show how this requirement has been neglected, I have only to say 
that out of 198 births registered this year only 97 were reported, 
leaving 101 unreported. I would have doctors and midwives 
report promptly, and in addition to the requirements named, give 
the sex of child and street residence of its parents. 
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Discrepancies sometimes happen between the date of birth 
given to canvasser for births and that given by the doctor of the 
same child These discrepancies vary from one to forty days this 
year. For the true date of birth I have taken the doctor’s record 
as correct, as against the mother’s memory. In case any parent 
sees in this report a date set against his chiid’s name different 
from the one given the canvasser, they may account for the change 
in that way. Let every mother see to it that every birth is 
recorded.” 

Clergymen, resident and non-resident, have been very prompt 
with their returns, and I have no reason to complain of them. 

Another of the requirements of our statute is that persons liv- 
ing in this State and going into another State to be married, then 
returning into this State to dwell, shall file with the Clerk of the 
town where they live at the time, a certificate or declaration of 
their marriage, giving all facts within seven days. This require- 
ment has been frequertly violated, and we have living among us 
to-day those claiming to have been married both within and with- 
out the State, whose posterity would find it difficult to prove the 
marriage, should a fortune hinge thereon. . 

I sincerely regret that I cannot say as much for the undertakers 
as for the clergymen. Here the requirement is that no interment ~ 
take place until return be made and permit granted. Theruleseems 
to be bury when ready, and make the return when convenient, which 
in some instances during the year has been from one to four months 
after the burial. Undertakers complain that they find it difficult to 
obtain the physician’s certificate of the cause of death in season 
to make return before interment. To remedy this I would recom- 
mend that all physicians keep a supply of these blanks in their 
pockets, and on learning of the death of their patient, immedi- 
ately fill and sign the blank certificate and leave it at the house 
of the deceased, or at his own residence or office, so as to be easy 
of access to the undertaker. If what I have said shall stimulate 
to greater activity all of us who have to do with this matter of 


registration I shall be satisfied.

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, 
qualified to vote in elections and Town affairs, to meet at the Town 
Hall (Clark’s Block), in said Natick, on Monday, the twentieth 
day of March, 1882, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, then and there 
to act on the following articles, to wit:

REPORT UF Tok FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Department, 
ending Feb. 1, 1882, we respectfully submit : 


We think it is almost a waste of time to make any report or sug- 
gestion, as the majority of the voters just glance at the footing to 
see if the appropriation has been overrun; if not it is all right, 
but do. not even give a thought as to whether the ‘‘ Department’’ 
is up to the standard or not until a call is made for their services. 
Then, if all happens to go right (in the opinion of the growler), 
all is well, but on the other hand what is it? We tell year after 
year what it has cost, and what it will take to keep your Depart- 
ment up to a working standard. But you go on and appropriate 
the same sum, barely enough to pay the necessary expenses, 
nothing for improvements. The men are paid little enough, and 
the town can well afford to give them all the improvements that 
are needed to insure success. We have not overdrawn the ap- 
propriation the past year, but we are in debt about three hundred 
dollars, for repairing hose which we were obliged to have done. 

The improvements necessary, are first: a system of Fire Alarm, 
which will not cost more than twenty-five hundred dollars ; secend,an 
apparatus for hitching the horses quickly, that time may not be lost, 
also a relief valve on the steamer, that the pipemen can control 
the water when they are obliged to go inside of a building when 
much property can be saved by doing so. 


Ye 
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We think this town can well afford to give us an appropriation 
large enough to carry out some of the above improvements. We 
shall be obliged to get 500 feet of hose for Steamer 2 2, this year, as 
the hose belonging»to it is nearly all old, and not fit to stand the 
pressure from tl hydrants, when there is from eighty to one 
hundred pounds pressure, it is not safe to risk it any longer. 

The sum of $4000 for the Department will carry it through 
the year, and get some improvements. 

The three companies located in the Central Fire Station have 
been called out eighteen times—fourteen to fires in town, once for 
assistance in Sherborn, three false alarms. Steamer 2 has been 
called out twice, once for fire in town, once for assistance in Welles- 
ley. The ‘* Rescue,” or Hose 4, answers all alarms from Centre 
House, but no alarm has been given from there during the past 
year. ‘The amount of insurance found on property endangered the 
past year was as follows:

The 
amount of property saved according to the insurance, was

We think the Insurance, Companies should be satisfied, when 
it is plain to be seen, that some of our fires are caused by 
over insurance. Too good judgment cannot be used in placing 
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insurance, especially on stock and furniture, and every agent 
should use as much thought about stopping fires as he does to get 
his commission.

SUPERINTENDENT'S .REPORT. 


To the Water Commissioners: 


GENTLEMEN :—I submit the eighth annual report of the work 
performed under my direction, together with a general statement 
and condition of the work. 


RECORD OF THE WORTHINGTON PUMP. 


The capacity of this pump is one and one-half millions per day of 
twenty-four hours. Ithas now been running eight years, and has 
pumped about seven hundred million gallons into the reservoir, one 
hundred and ninety-three feet above the water in the wells. There 
has not been any repair of any accouut, to all appearances it is 
good for as many more years. No accident having occurred in 
the past, is ne reason there will notin the future, and to provide 
against them we must do as other towns and cities, by dupli- 
cating your works at the pumping station, and lay a larger force 
main direct to the reservoir. By this all water-consumers would 
receive the same quantity of water, besides being a saving of 
fuel. The works are in as good a condition as any previous year. 
The repair expenses were more this year on account of all guar- 
antees of contractors haying expired, now leaving the expense to be 
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paid by the town. Following will be found the five different ac- 
ccunts showing Where the amount has been expended.

There have been forty-eight applications for service this year. 
That number have been laid, and water turned on to all except 
four, where the houses remain unoccupied. The total number of 
feet laid was 2522 6-in., of which 1620 3-in. was paid for by the 
applicants, to which the following fixtures are attached: 51 faucets, 
7 hand-hose, 1 bath-tub. Also 24 faucets, 1 bath-tub, 2 water- 
closets, 3 steam boilers with the old service. There are 58 families, 
17 cows, 4 horses supplied from the above fixtures, which have 
increased the water rents $1472 per year. The decrease for the 
last year was about two hundred dollars; most of it was lost by 
the release of the guarantees.

Since our last report. one of the trustees has deceased, after 
serving with us nearly nineteen years. Rev. Horatio Alger was 
distinguished for his earnest and faithful efforts to promote the use- 
fulness and prosperity of the library. He was always firm and 
steadfast, even under opposition, to what he regarded as the best 
interest of the people of the town in relation to the Institution. 
He was ever punctual and faithful in the discharge of the duties 
of trustee, and the surviving members of the Board feel deeply the 
loss, which not only they, but all the citizens of the town, have ex- 
perienced in the removal by death, of so useful and valuable a 
man, in all the various departments in which he took an active 
interest. | 

The funds in the hands of the trustees are about twelve thou- 
sand five hundred dollars. We refer for the details to the partic- 
ular and interesting report of our excellent librarian, which dis-

closes, fully and specifically, the working of the library during the 
past year.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


GENTLEMEN :—I herewith submit my seventh annual report, it 
being for the year ending January 31, 1882. 

The condition and progress of the library for the past year will 
be seen from a brief statement of the leading items of interest, as 
exhibited below. 


THE ACCESSIONS 


made to the library have been substantially as follows : 


By purchase 447 yolumes, costing $576 55 
By binding 73 a te 23 25 - 
By donations, 98 fe and 55 pamphiets, 


making a total addition of 618 yolumes and 55 pamphlets, (see 
appendix). 

The amount paid for our regular periodicals was $65.25, and for 
thirty miscellaneous numbers $2.10, a total of $67.35.

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We have completed our sets of Scribner, Popular Science 
Monthly, and also the Atlantic Monthly, the latter, however, being 
now at the bindery, with some other works, and so not included in 


the above numeration. We have had bound some thirty volumes 


from our old numbers, principally North American Reviews, now 
put into circulation. 
247 volumes have been rebound, costing $57.20, making the 
total amount paid for new books, periodicals and binding, $724.35. 
Of the 618 new volumes added, thirteen have been taken to fill 
vacancies, twenty-five put into the Reference Department, 505 into 


the circulation, and the remaining seventy-five, among the public 


documents. From the Reference Department, nineteen volumes 
have been removed to the circulation, ninety to the public docu- 
ments, and twelve from the circulation, as worn out. We have 
also exchanged a few duplicates with the Lancaster Public Library, 
a mutual benefit. Only one volume was lost, unaccounted for, 
during the year. 

Allowing for these additions, removals and modifications, the 
present condition of the library may be represented as follows:

In the Reference hi 608 
In the Public Document ‘ 2,483

“In addition to the above bound volumes, we have about 850 
miscellaneous pamphlets, and near 300 numbers of unbound 
periodicals. 


OUR PATRONS 


have but slightly increased during the year as shown by the issue 
of new library cards by certificate. ‘The whole number issued 
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since the opening of the Institute is 4361, an increase the past 
year of 253. But of the whole number, 503 have been retained by 
fines still unpaid, an increase of 133. 412 others have been left 
by reason of death, or removal from town, an increase of eighty- 
nine, and thirteen have been forfeited for a time by improper usage ; 
leaving 3483 for available use, a net increase of only twenty-eight, 
instead of 280, as last year. And besides, 486 cards have been 
left for safe keeping, an increase of 138 over last year, and thus we 
are prepared to expect a diminished 


CIRCULATION. 


The library has been open for the delivery of books as usual, 
three hours on Monday and Thursday afternoons and five hours 
on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons and evenings, except 
four weeks in August and eight holidays, viz. Fast and 
Decoration days, the Town’s Centennial, June 1, Independence, 
the funeral of President Garfield, our Farmers’ and Mechanics’ 
Fair, Thanksgiving and Christmas days, leaving 184 days of active 
delivery. : 

The number of volumes delivered was 29,833, or 924 less than 
last year. The highest number of volumes loaned in one day was 
541, the 5th of March, and the lowest sixteen, June 13th. The daily 
average was 162.13. The highest in one week was 934, the low- 
est 344, the weekly average 621.52, nearly eighteen volumes per 
week less than last year. 


CLASSIFICATION. 


Our imperfect classification by cases will allow only a near ap- 
proximation to exactness, as to the character of the books loaned 
from the library. How to instruct and persuade the community 
to select wisely what books to read, is the great desideratum. One 
hinderance to a wise selection, and in our case it has been a grow- 
ing one, is the want of a good catalogue. A large part of such as 
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we had is now out of print, while only small supplements remain. 
The card catalogue is the best we have, and it is excellent of its 


_ kind, but not convenient for all, and especially for parents to visit, 


The selection can be most easily and carefully made in the quiet 
of home, and should never be made merely because the title is 
captivating. Our new catalogue, now far advanced in preparation, 
it is hoped will be of great advantage in this respect, aiding par- 
ents, teachers and others, in selecting a profitable course of read- 
ing. I regret to find that the percentage of fiction has slightly 
increased the past year, while that of science, poetry and agricul- 
ture has diminished. History and travels slightly increased. ‘The 
most striking change has been in the juvenile class, an increase 
of one and seven-tenths per cent. This has been owing, in part, 
to the purchase of a valuable class of juvenile works, very capti- 
vating, and yet full of instruction for either young or old. 

The total number of volumes in our circulation, of each class, 
the number of volumes loaned, and the percentage of each class, 
are shown in the following table, as also a comparison with that of 
four years ago, 1877-8, and the number of volumes since added to 
each class.

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The above table will be found interesting and instructive. 
I will only add that in 1878, the religious class was merged 
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in the miscellaneous, and perhaps full one half of this class/ 
is still found there. The miscellaneous should be still 
further diminished in favor of history, science and poetry. 


FINES AND INCIDENTAL EXPENSES. 


The amount collected on 1302 fined volumes was $92.66; 
collected for waste paper and damage $2.16; cash overplus 
20 cents; total, $95.02. 

The miscellaneous expenses for the year paid by the 
librarian have been as follows: | 

For postage, $14.30: express, $5.76; stationery, $2.92 ; 
mucilage, 90 cts. ; cleaning library building, $14.88 ; library 
assistance, $9.40; for books and binding, $12.28; and for 
miscellaneous items, $6.26; making a total of $56.70. The 
balance $38.32, has been paid to Dea. J. O. Wilson to meet 
other expenses, as cards, slips, wrappers, &c., while he pays 
the residue of the balance over to the Treasurer of the Board 
of Trustees. 7195 volumes have been covered during the 
year, besides some thousands repaired. 

The amount received for catalogues the past year has 
been $3.50 only. This has been received almost entirely 
for annual supplements, as our class-list catalogues have 
been out of print. Work on our new catalogue was com- 
menced the middle of April last, and it is now nearly ready 
for the printer, but it must take several months to carry 
such a work through the press, to be ready for delivery. 


READING AND REFERENCE ROOMS. 


‘‘ArtIcLE 9. Voted to grant nine hundred dollars, and’ 
the money received from dogs licensed for the support of 
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the Institute, and for the purpose of maintaining a free read- 
ing room in that building, and that the Selectmen do not 
exceed this appropriation.”— Town record. 

The trustees made arrangements accordingly, and pre- 
pared the two lower rooms, front and middle, on the west 
side of the Institute, had them suitably furnished and opened 
June 2d, with Mr. Calvin Leland as superintendent and 
janitor—‘‘the right man in the right place.” Mr. L. speaks 
of these rooms as ‘‘in successful operation, patronized by 
both ladies and gentlemen. The calls at the rooms per week 
are from 150 to 200.” 

The desks and tables are supplied with various papers as

Since opening the reading room below, the upper room has 
been somewhat less frequented than heretofore, but this 
secures more quiet for our readers. The Reference room, 
increased by twenty-four new and valuable additions, has 
been visited by members of the High and Grammar schools, 
as well as by our citizens generally, with increasing num- 
bers and interest. Some of our younger friends, however, 
visit this room merely to look over the illustrations of our 
costly volumes, it is feared with more harm to the books, 
than profit to themselves. A proper limitation should be 
established in this respect. 

During the year the Institute has been supplied with aque- 
duct water, a source of great convenience and safety. Two 
new book-cases have also been furnished, one for the case- 
room above, and the other for the Public Document room 
below. These will allow facilities for better order and con- 
venience. 

In view ot! e above statement of our progress and pres- 
ent condition, it should be a source of gratitude to all our 
citizens, that we have such a public institution in our midst, 
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free to all, so well adapted, if wisely improved, to promote 
the intelligence and welfare of our entire community. May it 
long survive and increase for ages to come, to elevate and 
bless. 

I cannot close without alluding to the breach made by 
death in the Board of Trustees. The librarian and_ his as- 
sistants feel the loss of Rev. Mr. Alger’s frequent and help- 
ful visits most sensibly. But I leave to his associates in 
office, to present the more fitting tribute to his memory and 
worth.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


The School Committee present the following report of the 
School Department for the year 1881-2: 


It is by law made the duty of the School Committee to report 
the “condition of the public schools, with such statements and sug- 
gestions as they deem necessary to promote the interests thereof ;” 
but no such report will enable any one to fully realize the condi- 
tion of the schools, how the work of instructing and training is 
being done, and what is being accomplished. This kuowl- 
edge can he obtained in only one way, by observation in 
the school-room. This observation, however, the majority 
of parents and citizens cannot take the time or will not 
take the trouble to make. It will be our object to state 
fairly and briefly what we consider the condition of the schools to 
be, and the general methods aimed at in developing the mental 
powers of the pupils. We do not deem it necessary or useful to 
mention every school in detail, for, as several of them are of the 
same grade, and doing substantially the same work, such a course 
would lead to a good deal of idle repetition, while the variations in 
doing the work, depending on personal characteristics of the differ- 
ent teachers, could not be discriminated and set forth in words. 

Speaking as a whole, then, we can fairly say the schools are 
in good condition. While with some of them we are not wholly 
satisfied, none of them are failures. On the other hand, some 
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of them are of a degree of excellence in nearly every respect that 
we think them able to bear comparison. The questions naturally 
arise, what occasions this difference? and why don’t we make the 
poor ones better? These questions at once raise the chief point 
concerning all schools—the teachers. 

We feel obliged to tolerate a good many things we are not 
satisfied with, because we cannot take our choice as to whom we 
shall put in charge of the schools. We have some teachers who 
have never been properly taught how to teach, and who do not 
readily learn. They do the best they can—the best they know 
how—and if we change we may be no better off, and risk the dis- 
advantage of changing. Some, again, can teach some things well 
and fail in other things. The ideal teacher is a somewhat scarce 
individual, and when found, if found, is not long retained by such 
inducements as we are able to offer. Nobody is to blame about 
this. The teachers naturally go where their services will command 
_ the highest remuneration, and it is out of the question for us to 
think of competing with towns who can offer, as in some cases 
they have offered, double the pay the teachers were receiving from 
us. We do not mention this in a spirit of fault-finding, but as one 
of the difficulties we meet. : 

Again, many of the schools are too large. We hold it may be 
stated as a rule that no teacher can properly deal with more than 
forty scholars, even when they are all of the same grade.. Itis 
not possible for a teacher to give that attention to’ each pupil that 
the best results demand when the pupils exceed this number. Very 
many bave more than this, in one case, the number reaching 
seventy. ‘This school we should have divided if we could have 
found a suitable room to form a new school. As none such was 
available we have, during the past term, employed an assistant 
teacher half the day. This aided a good deal, but does not fully 
meet the requirements of the case. 

There is an impression as we have learned from time to time 
existing in the minds of many that the system of teaching at pres- 
ent in vogue, is one mainly of mere memorizing and that the pupils 
are ‘‘crammed” as it is called with bare words or facts. Now this is 
as far as possible from the fact. On nothing do we more insist, 
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nothing do we more strenuously inculcate than that the pupils 
should be constantly led to see the meaning of what they must get 
through the medium of words, and that the words themselves 
should be understood. On the other hand, it would be a grievous 
error to ignore a proper training of the memory. All the other 
faculties would be of very little value, and absolutely no progress 
could be made in education or in business were it not for the won- 
derful faculty we have of storing up and recalling what we have 
once learned. And yet one would suppose from remarks some- 
times heard that paying attention to cultivation of the memory was 
little better than a crime. There is no single faculty we have, 
of more value in the practical affairs of life than a ready and reten- 
tive memory. But like every other faculty, it should be kept in 
its proper place and made to subserve its proper usee When a 
principle has been clearly apprehended, then the statement of it 
should be firmly fixed in the mind that it may be ready for use 
as occasion shall arise. 

There is much difference of opinion among educators to what 
extent the memory should be relied upon in the earlier stages of 
the child’s school life, and the nature of the case forbids any defi- 
nite rule. Children do not begin by reasoning. Their minds do 
not develop that power at first. Observation and not abstraction is 
the quality they first display. Nature herself would seem to indi- 
cate that the true way to proceed with young children is to culti- 
yate the observation and memory first, and when they have reached 
the age of nine or ten then to pay more attention to the rela- 
tions of things. Few children are able to comprehend the rea- 
son of processes in arithmetic much before that age. Much time 
is sometimes spent in trying to make a pupil understand what he is 
not fitted to understand, and usually, with the result that he gives 
at last a statement of the reason in words but does not mentally 
grasp it at all. This remark applies fully as strong to the study of 
language as to numbers. Following this principle, in the lower 
schools, the pupils should be taught how to do, and the why of the 
doing be left for a later stage in his progress. 

In the Primary schools the children are taught to write as soon 
as they begin to read and the two go on hand in hand; and the 
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style of writing that children of six and seven years old can do is 
surprising to those who see it for the first time. The pupils are few 
in our schools who cannot at the age of eight years write a legible 
hand, and many of them at that age can write in a style that will 
bear comparison with many, perhaps the majority of, adults. The 
study of drawing, training as it does both the hand and the eye 
conduces to this result. Great pains is taken to make the lessons 
of the little ones attractive and interesting. They are taught 
many useful things in a way that gratifies their love of novelty, 
and seems to them little different from play. Their power to use 
language is cultivated by telling them anecdotes and stories suited 
to their capacity which they afterwards repeat in their own way. 


‘Sometimes a picture is placed before them and they are asked to’ 


tell what they can about it orally and sometimes in writing. Thus 
they learn to see, and to describe what they have seen. We are 
frank to admit that in the matter of arithmetic the general profi- 
ciency is not what it ought to be. This is a mattcr whose impor- 
tance we donot underrate. Here again ajpears the wide difference 
in our teachers Some teach this branch exceeding well and some 
do not. Some have the faculty of seeing the central point of a 
lesson and dwelling on that till it is mastered and the rest follows 
easily and clearly. Some lack this stragetic ability and_ their 
classes suffer in consequence. This cannot be wholly remedied ; 
but we are satisfied that more mental work than’ hus hitherto been 


customary will aid in this direction, and it has been decided that 


with the next term a regular course of mental arithmetic shall 
be introduced and continued in connection with the present written 
work. 

Some complaints have been made to us of this matter of arith- 
metic, and we have given the matter careful attention, and we are 
satisfied they are well founded, and every means will be used to 
remove all just grounds for them. 

In the Grammar schools book-keeping in single entry has 
been introduced as a regular study. In the High School double 
entry will be taken up by such pupils as wish.

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LENGTH OF SCHOOLS AND ATTENDANCE. 


The primary and intermediate schools have been in session thirty- 
four weeks, the sub-grammar thirty-five, and the two grammar 
schools thirty-six weeks. Thisis a week longer than the latter 
have before had. The High School at the close of the present 
term will have completed forty weeks, the usual time. 

The attendance has been full on the average. As several 
schools are still in session we are not able to give the per cent. of 
attendance for the whole year. During the past winter the fre- 
quent heavy snows have caused considerable absence in schools at 
Southville and West Part, and to some extent elsewhere. If pa- 
rents could be made to realize the damage that results to an entire 
class from the irregular attendance of some of its members, per- 
haps individual cases of absence would often be avoided. Work 
out of school and lessons made up do not yield the same benefit as 
when the work is done at the regular time, and in the class-room. 
A pupil who is often absent is nearly always behind his class, while 
at the same time his class is hindered in its progress. These ab- 
sences are an especial obstacle and discouragement to the teacher: 
We urge it upon the parents that they should not, for slight rea- 
sons, detain the pupils from regular attendance, or allow them to 
be absent. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


An experimental course of study was marked out last year 
and put in operation. It was found on trial to be too extensive. 
We are now seeking, by observation and consultation with the 
masters of the Grammar schools, to lay down a course which shall 
embrace all the schools in town. ‘This will be a great advantage 
when satisfactorily completed. All the pupils then will be work- 
ing together, and the changes of pupils from one school to another, 
which are, from various causes, of frequent occurrence, can be 
made without difficulty or disturbance. When we have this course 
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so arranged that it can be adopted with assurance of success, it 
will be published. 


NEW SCHOOLS. 


We have established one new school during the year. For this 
purpose the hall in the High School building has been used. This 
action was an absolute necessity, as the pupils could not be ac- 
commodated otherwise. The hall was the only place at our dis- 
posal, and to employ it was our only resource. It is not well-fitted 
fora school-room, on account of its size, the difficulty of properly 
warming it in cold weather, and what is, perhaps, worst of all, an 
echo in it which interferes with the recitations. Moreover, it is 
needed as a place for the girls of the High School to exercise in, 
and was, until the school was placed there, used for that purpose. 

This brings us to mention the need of a 


NEW SCHOOL-HOUSE. 


The schools have outgrown the limits of the buildings already 
in use, and the building of an additional school-house cannot be 
longer deferred. An article relating to this subject has been 
placed in the Town Warrant, and it does not appear needful to 
discuss it more fully in this place. 


ADMISSION OF PUPILS. 


It has been the custom to admit pupils to the Primary schools 
twice during the year—at the beginning of the Summer and Fall 
terms. It is our opinion that it would be for the material benefit 
of all if this custom were changed, and pupils admitted but once a 
year, at the opening of the Fall term, when the promotions are 
made. As it is, when the teacher, after having worked with a 
class two terms, and when they need her undivided attention in 
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order to be fitted for promotion, a new class comes in to distract 
her attention and divide her time, and both the classes are neces- 
sarily somewhat neglected. As the pupils are admitted at the age 
of five, and in some cases a little under that age, the delay of a 
few months cannot be any serious drawback, save, perbaps, to 
those who are in haste to send their children to school to get them 


‘ out of the way, while the efficiency of the teacher’s labor will be 


greatly increased. 


CHANGE OF TEACHERS. 


There was a somewhat remarkable exodus of leading teachers 
from the Centre schools, including the High School, at the close 
of the Summer term. Mr. Brown, who had for two years held the 
mastership of the Centre Grammar School with marked ability and 
success, resigned his position. In his place we employed Mr. 
Fred. S$. Cutter. Mr. Cutter is a graduate of Harvard, has had 
an experience of five years in teaching, and has filled the respon- 
sible position he ho!ds, both as instructor and disciplinarian, in a 
manner that meets our highest approval. Miss Hattie Boardman, 
who had taught in the Centre building for several years with in- 
creasing excellence, and had justly acquired the reputation of an 
able and skilful teacher, resigned her position to take the place of 
master’s assistant in Somerville, where she is meeting with excel- 
lent success. In the vacancy thus created we placed Miss Mattie 
Chapin, who had taught the West School for two years, during 
which time she had manifested the qualities of the genuine 
teacher. With her work in her new place we have good reason to 
be well pleased. 

At South Natick, Miss Draper who had for some years filled the 
position of master’s assistant resigned her place. Miss Draper 
had been a most faithful and serviceable teacher. To fill this va- 
cancy we employed Miss Katharine Stone, a graduate of the last 
advanced class of the Framingham Normal School. Miss Stone. 
is working hard und dving well. With experience:she will become 
a strong teacher. From the same school we lost another teacher: 
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of rare excellence who had long had charge of the Primary school, | 
Miss Mary E. Kingsbury, who went to Brookline. Various other 
changes have occurred, but they demand no special mention. 


THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


At the close of the Summer term all the teachers of this school 
resigned their positions. Mr. Baston the popular principal, who 
had held that position for the comparatively long period of six 
years, accepted the offer of principalship of the Wellesley High 
School. Mr. Baston is so well known in this community, both as 
teacher and gentleman, that any comment by us would be quite su- 
perfluous.. The esteem in which he is held by all who know him, 
is his best endorsement. He attached his pupils to himself by ties 
of the strongest affection, and his earnest labors for their welfare 
will not be forgotten. He took with him the teacher’s best and 
highest reward, the gratitude and love of bis pupils. 

Miss E. G. Bigelow, who for three years had acted as assistant, 
left at the same time. Miss Bigelow was especially successful in 
teaching French. By her: proficiency, fresh methods, versatility 
and enthusiasm she created a new interest in this study. She ac- 
cepted the position of teacher of the French and German lan- 
guages in Temple Grove Seminary, at Saratoga, N. Y. Miss 
Katharine L. Bates, the other assistant, went to Wellesley to take 
charge of the preparatory department of Wellesley College. 
Though in the school but two terms, Miss Bates, by her thorough 
training, clear and positive ideas, made her influence felt upon it. 
Both these teachers did much to put the important study of litera- 
ture on a better footing than it had before been; and both were 
much loved by their pupils who greatly regretted their leaving. 
Mr. KE. D. Russell, of Watertown, a graduate of Harvard, was 
elected principal, and Miss Lilla’O. Davidson, of Newtonville, a 
graduate of Wellesley, and Miss Charlotte A. Vinton, of Cam- 
bridge, as assistants to fill these vacancies. Miss Vinton resigned 
at the close of the Fall term, and Miss Mary C. Eno, of Lowell, 
also a graduate of Wellesley, was engaged to fill her place. 
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Mr. Russell had taught a High School one year before coming 
here. Miss Davidson and Miss Eno came with very little experi- 
ence. They are all working with zeal and fidelity. The time has 
not yet arrived to properly aud fairly estimate their success. The 
difficulties to be met in this school are not trifling at any time, and 
they had peculiar ones to contend with. They were all new to 
the school, and strangers to each other. No teacher does much 
till he has had time to master the situation, and learn his pupils. 
But beyond these transient obstacles more is demanded of both 
teachers and pupils in the High School, by the patrons of it than 
can be given, as the school is at present organized. It has long 
failed to give entire satisfaction and to accomplish all that many 
think they can reasonably expect from it. ‘This has been a matter 
of frequent and careful discussion with us, and we have listened 
to the opinions and criticisms of a good many parents. If these 
criticisms all tended to one point the matter would be greatly 
simplified ; but this is not the case. Some hold that the school 
should be devoted to the higher branches mainly, and especially 
aim to fit the boys and girls for college; while others as strenu- 
ously insist that those branches bearing mvre directly on business 
pursuits shouid be given the chief prominence. Others again have 
very extravagant notions as to what the school could be made to 
accomplish. To expect that this or any school can give what never 
was and never will be acquired in any other way than by experi- 
ence, namely, good judgment and skill in business life, is visionary 
in the highest degree. The school always has conferred and is now 
conferring very great benefit on those who attend it. But can it 
not do more? Is the time well spent? Are there not studies 
taught that are of little or no value, practically? These questions, 
and others similar, are often asked. To discuss the relative mer- 
its of the different studies would occupy more space than we can 
afford. We think all of them valuable, and certainly there is a 
demand for them all. The chief complaint, however, is in regard 
to one we have mentioned before, arithmetic. This we have tried 
to remove by introducing this study in the senior year and giving 
the entire class a regular curse with thorough drill, which has been 
going on the present term. But the objection to this is that many

pupils do not remain in the school till the senior year and so lose, 
this drill. The only way to secure the desired effect will be to con- 
tinue arithmetic during the first two terms of the first year. While 
this is not the best time, it will have the advantage of reaching all 
the pupils ; and this is what we contemplate for the future. Another 
radical defect in the school is that the course is too short. Almost 
all High Schools have a four years’ course. Ours is often compared 
with such and criticised four not doing in three years what they do 
in fur. To overlook or ignore this is unjust to teachers and 
pupils. They must be given equal time to do the same work. We 
think this should be done. Two courses, if needed, can be ar- 
ranged, one of three and the other four years. ‘The first for those 
who cannot give more time, and the other for those who wish to 
and can pursue their studies to a more advanced stage This is 
feasible and this, too, wecontemplate. We believe that with this 
plan carried out, all ground for reasonable complaint will be re- 
moved. 

We can only hint at the subject here, for it is so important and 
so fertile a topic that it would easily occupy the whole of our’ 
report. 

The increasing size each year of the classes entering, shows that 
its opportunities are prized and is a most hopeful indication of in- 
terest in education in our town. ‘The last class entering numbered 
forty-seven, and as large if not larger number is preparing for Phe 
coming year. 

The graduating exercises of the last class were held in Concert 
Hall, Wednesday evening, June 29,1881. The exercises were 
of a very high order, and received the well-merited commendations 
of the large audience present.

REPAIRS. 


We have found it necessary to do a good deal to keep the build- 
ings in proper condition. The roof of the Centre building had 
become so much impaired that it leaked badly. Examination 
_ showed it to be much worse than was expected and necessitating 
an outlay of nearly seventy dollars. A fence has been placed 
across the south side of the High School grounds. In some of the 
rooms seated with double desks, we have changed to single desks 
by cutting in two the double desks. This is done at a very moder- 
ate cost and is avast improvement, though no one except a teacher 
can fully appreciate it. We hope this will be gradually continued 
till double desks shall wholly disappear from our schools. Almost 
endless other small repairs have been made, but there is no occa- 
sion to detail them. 


It is impossible in a brief report like this to do more than to 
allude to the leading points, even, of a department so extensive 
and of such eomplex details, as the school department of a town 
of the size of Natick. We have alluded as fully as brevity and 
sufficient clearness would admit. We shall be glad to give further 
information personally to any desiring.:
